The Reluctant Manufacturer 


Mr. Edgerton then recited in- 
stance which manufacturer, who 
has been solicited for membership 
representative the National As- 
sociation Manufacturers, took the 
write Mr. Edgerton, de- 
clining membership. His letter, ac- 
cording the speaker, was worded 
something like this: 

fail see what advantage 
could get out joining your organi- 
zation. believe the Golden Rule, 
and practice relations with 
employees. not believe that 
your association interested 
preaching the doctrine the Golden 
Rule. understand that your are not 
friendly with labor, and not care 
connected with any such or- 
ganization.” 


Practicing the Golden Rule 


welcomed that letter,” said Mr. 
Edgerton, “because afforded 
such wonderful opportunity reply. 
Without delay, sat down and poured 
heart out the man who had in- 
dited that note. 

told him that while for man 
proclaim too loudly his advocacy 
the Golden Rule was cause for others 
suspect his sincerity, felt sin- 
cerely that the best ability 
practiced the Golden Rule, and re- 
ferred him competitors’ opinion 
me. 

told him that, despite his re- 
marks, our organization was not hos- 
tile labor, but friendly; that our 
members endeavored practice the 
Golden Rule our relations with our 
workers, and with the public. But the 
real test the Golden Rule, pointed 
out, was not our relations with our em- 
ployees with the public, but with 
our competitors.

Order Business Changed

ever been heard any previous ses- 
sion. 

The meeting was opened with 
splendid address Judge Ommen, 
who delivered his stirring message 
what the members the 
must prosper individually and 
collectively. Most the problems 
the industry, the judge stated, were 
attributable state mind.” 
His remarks (which are printed else- 
where this issue) were greeted with 
enthusiasm the delegates. 

One the most interesting topics 
for discussion this meeting was 
this: “Is profitable take vol- 
ume production below cost 
dull periods reduce overhead?”

Increases Overhead Every Job 

Raymond Baylis pointed out that 
every job which the binder accepts 
cut price increases the overhead 
every other job which enters the plant. 

“As Judge Ommen pointed out, the 
evils our industry, including price- 
slashing, are largely due ‘state 
mind.’ cut price doesn’t create new 
business. merely takes job from 
some other binder with advantage, 
but actual loss, yourself. This 
abuse should corrected.” 

The attitude number other 
delegates was summarized 
words one the speakers: 
would rather loaf for nothing than 
work for nothing.” 


Classified Production 
Records Valuable 


discussion developed 
from subject introduced Robert 
ley Co., New York, “Are classi- 
fied production records necessary 
index cost? How may they 
used estimating schedules?” The 
speaker declared that they had been 
found necessary standards which 
could used check against out- 
put. 

“These production standards,” 
continued, “are not fixed but may 
changed new and better standards 
any time. 

“When first installed the system 
one person the plant was made re- 
sponsible for the time records ev- 
ery operation. addition, went 
around and questioned the operator 
every machine how much time 
each job had taken. These ‘guesses’ 
(for they were really ‘guesses’), were 
compared with our records kept over 
period six months. 


Every Operation Listed 

“Every operation was listed 3x5 
These figures were then com- 
piled and analyzed. divided books 
and every job falls into one these 
(so that can make changes when- 
ever wish) list every operation 
each the six classes. These are 
time figures, not cost figures. The 
time worked out the tenth 
hour. Most companies have cost 
per hundred system. But costs vary. 
production figures take the time per 
100 occupied certain job and mul- 
tiply that the job. 


“Of course, estimator has 
pler work with cost records, but 
better results are obtained from 
watching your 
daily, and check them against your 
time standard. You can then tell what 
has been done and know what should 
done every job you handle.” 


President Palmer explained the sys- 
tem classified production records 
used the Kingsport Press. 


had always been strong for 
classified production records,” said 
Mr. Palmer, “but year and 
half ago had not paid much atten- 
tion them. have found them 
invaluable, and find considerable in- 
terest them has been aroused re- 
cently among bookbinders generally. 


“We worked out system classi- 
fied production records for our plant; 
first: for the printing department, 
then for binding. found im- 
possible keep day-by-day record. 
took too long. was necessary, 
were keep consistent control, 
stopped tabulating each separate job. 
had change the old standards, 
costs and production and revised the 
original standard. Now even though 
our standards are not variable 
they used be, they are not absolutely 
fixed but are changed whenever 
feel change necessary, whether 
every three months, six months, 
shorter longer time. 


For Each Operation 


“We divide work into different 
classifications, and set stand- 
ard what golf called ‘par’ for 
every operation. Each week’s records

“Some months ago worked out 
complete series estimating charts. 
These include the set-up and factory 
costs, which must added the ad- 
ministrative overhead.

are needed, make them. 


Charts for Materials, Too 


“These charts can applied ma- 
terials, well labor and ma- 
chines. can then tell whether our 
spoilage remaining within reason- 
able figures mounting too high. The 
binder who adopts some such system 
records will find himself relieved 
great load weary analysis and 
pencil figuring.” 

Wolff, Mr. Palmer stated that his 
method did not supersede the 
Cost System, merely supplements 
it. 

Mr. Wessmann suggested that 
committee appointed make out 
production records and mail them 
members the The mem-

their own production figures and mail 
the corrected records back the com- 
mittee. 

Thomas Morrison, the Robert 
Law Company, Chicago, indorsed 
the idea.

Tendency Seems Away 
State Control 


President Palmer opened the dis- 
cussion “What the future 
state control text book manufac- 
ture?” stating that the subject had 
been inspired rumors that some 
the state governments were 
templating the passage laws, mak- 
ing compulsory the manufacture 
state books within the state 
state plant. 

recited how Tennessee at- 
tempt had been made pass bill for 
all state printing done the 
School for Printing, which was run 
connection with the State Reforma- 
tory. 

Answered the Governor 

“The governor wrote asking 
opinion, and didn’t have any hesi- 
tation replying, and very frank 
terms. told him that would not 
only very sure injure legitimate 
trade this way, but that would 
work injury the state itself, 
giving them poor quality text- 
books. 

“Frankly, not believe the mat- 
ter state control text books 
real problem. The tendency 
rather away from state control. 


few states have it, others are toying 
with the idea (as Texas), but 
not believe the movement will get 
anywhere.” 

State Control Costly 

Mr. Morrison mentioned that 
California and Kansas, where state 
control exercised, the books have 
been found very unsatisfactory for 
educational purposes. Publishers will 
not lend their plates, etc., for text 
books, and the value the book 
lowered. California has found the 
situation unsatisfactory that 
now buying more textbooks from out- 
side than manufacturing within 
the state. The experiment has cost 
California hundreds thousands 
dollars. 

“While the number states 
have actual state control textbooks 
extremely limited, there political 
control many commonwealths. 
can, association, help remedy 
this condition publicity, throwing 
light this unhealthy practice.” 


Reports Progress 
Textbook 


President Palmer, giving the report 
the Educational-Vocational Com- 
mittee, told the work that had been 
done the Textbook. The first part, 
said, had been completed and would 
available for distribution about the 
first October. The second section, 
was certain, would ready about 
May. Manuscript for the third sec- 
tion was virtually completed, were 
many the illustrations. The com- 
mittee was going ahead rapidly with 
the work. 

The cost the textbook had not 
yet been settled, continued, but 
would reasonable enough meet 
the requirements vocational schools. 

“Tt time the textbook was issued,” 
declared, “for number Voca- 
tional schools have been forced dis- 
continue because lack proper in- 
struction.”

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Library Binders Consider Problems 
Making and Problems Medium-Size Library 


Binder Considered---Several Interesting Addresses 


meetings the Library Bind- 
ers Group the Employing 
Bookbinders America was arranged 
Joseph Ruzicka, chairman the 
group, and president the Joseph 
Ruzicka Company, Baltimore, Mary- 
land, and held the Hotel Roosevelt 
the morning Friday, Septem- 
ber 16, 1927. There was unusu- 
ally large attendance, and one the 
features the meeting was the pres- 
ence all the members the Li- 
brary Binding Committee the 
American Library Association. 
Welcoming the delegates behalf 
New York and inviting them 
visit the Bookbinding Exhibit and 
Spencer Collection the New York 
chief the reference division that 
institution, spoke the mutual prob- 
lems librarian and library binder. 
Mr. Lydenberg stated that had al- 
ways recalled with fondness his early 
apprenticeship print-shop and bind- 
ery his younger days, had en- 
abled him appreciate better the 
practical problems confronting those 
engaged the manufacture books. 


Mutual Cooperation 


“It very important,” stated Mr. 
Lydenberg, “that the librarian have 
opportunity see the process 
bookbinding and that the binder, 
the other hand, get the point view 
the librarian. The binder prob- 
ably closer contact with the li- 
brarian than any other 
dividual. Publisher, printer, book- 
seller—all are touch with the li- 
brarian, but closest touch all 
the bookbinder. Indeed, the latter 
may likened some respects the 
family physician. consult him 
when the ‘back broken,’ advise 
cases ‘broken-down condi- 
the patient book sent 
away for repair and ‘building up.’ 
Pursuing this analogy little further, 
are now coming the view pre- 
vailing public and private health— 
the prophylactic point view, the 
forward-looking idea preventing 
possible trouble need for repair.” 

Mr. Lydenberg commented upon the 
continual improvements that are being 
made and cited examples the 
Library’s worn books before they are 
too old for repair and the new book 
trucks developed this institution.

APER-MAKING the 

problems the medi- 
um-sized binder were given 
pre-eminence this interest- 
ing group session, arranged 
under the direction JO- 
SEPH RUZICKA, Balti- 
more, chairman the library 
binders’ group. 


Mary Wheelock, chairman the 
American Library Association’s com- 
mittee bookbinding, and supervisor 
binding the Cleveland Public 
Library, reviewed the history paper 
and paper making. Miss Wheelock 
went back the year 1400 C., 
when pure rag paper was first made, 
and the year 670 C., when the first 
sheets made from papyrus had their 
appearance. She traced the 
ment papyrus and esparto through 
the early Christian era, the use 
parchment, the origin paper mak- 
ing among the Chinese, and its de- 
velopment the Arabs, Persians, 
Egyptians and others. Coming the 
United States, Miss Wheelock re- 
viewed the industry’s growth detail 
and showed the importance the dis- 
covery the Fourdriniers 1804. 

The speaker then showed the effect 
the introduction wood pulp 
paper instead rag paper news- 
papers and books. The present prob- 
lem manufacturing books 
used permanent reference works 
other than rag paper was empha- 
sized Miss Wheelock. 

The speaker commented 
practice several newspapers issu- 
ing rag editions for permanent files 
and the possibility other news- 
papers following this innovation. Par- 
ticularly noteworthy, her estima- 
tion, was the growing tendency among 
several prominent publishers issue 
books rag paper editions.
